products of Nebraska, and the silver
product will fall $20,000,000 to $40,000,-
000 short of It.

With two years of bountiful harvests
Nehraska will again leap to the front
rank of prosperous states and every
villnge and town in the state will re-
sime its former business activity and
renewed growth,
